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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claim 1 , the reason for allowance is applicant's recited labeled 
resin bottle comprising a resin bottle and one or more labels placed thereon and fused 
therewith, wherein said resin bottle has a value of W/fV^ 3 ) within a range from about 0.1 
to about 0.5, wherein W is a base weight thereof, and V is a fill-in volume, wherein said 
label has a tensile elastic modulus of about 5,000 to 30,000 kgf/cm 2 , and wherein the 
resin bottle comprises a mouth/shoulder portion, a barrel portion and a bottom portion, 
and the thickness ratio of the barrel portion in respect to a minimum thickness of the 
mouth/shoulder portion and the bottom portion including a bottom corner portion is 
within a range of from about 0.1 to 0.9. The prior art does not teach applicant's recited 
labeled resin bottle. 

The closest prior art, Jiro et al. in view of Jacobsen et al. and Norio et al., teach 
a labeled resin bottle comprising a resin bottle and one or more labels placed thereon 
and fused therewith and wherein the resin bottle comprises a mouth/shoulder portion, a 
barrel portion and a bottom portion. However, none of the references teach a labeled 
resin bottle wherein said resin bottle has a value of W/CV 2 ' 3 ) within a range from about 
0.1 to about 0.5, wherein W is a base weight thereof, and V is a fill-in volume, wherein 
said label has a tensile elastic modulus of about 5,000 to 30,000 kgf/cm 2 and wherein 
the thickness ratio of the barrel portion in respect to a minimum thickness of the 
mouth/shoulder portion and the bottom portion including a bottom corner portion is 
within a range of from about 0.1 to 0.9. The prior art does not teach applicant's recited 
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labeled resin bottle. Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to provide the missing limitations to arrive at applicant's claimed invention.
